“THE LIBERTY OF LABOR."

From the N, ¥, Tribune,

“Those newspapers which (ke the Richmond
Dispateh) peraistently assert tnat the Tribune has
favored and recommended the introduction of large
masses of Chineae Inborers to compete, at low
wages, with Amerfcan workmen (o use a milky
euphuism which need ofend no sensitive soal)
stnte ‘the thing which (s not’ That this kind of
labor will ever be, (o any cal  extent,
cmployed in the New Epgland and Mid-
dle States there I8 good reasom to donbt,
How far it can compete with the labor of the blacks
at the South and Southwest 18 one provlem of which
the solution must be walted for; while still another
i#, 10 what extent 1t may e n-l'mol upon for subjo-
gating our enormous tereitory, of the caltivation of
which we have made scarcely a begioning. These
are political and cconomical questions which must
reeelve thelr response throngh the lapse of tima and
throngh vircumstances. For the present we pat
them aside,

“But what the 7¥ibune has tmaisted upon, and
while (tis published will continue to Insist upon, I8
that in the Frwncal solution of these problems on
the part of the race calling ltsell Caucasian (we
don't know why), there shall be no sruelty, no injus-
tice, no \'Ioluljon of the frandamental principles of
(reedom, but, on the contrary, a strict adherence to
the republican doctrine upon which this Govern-
ment 18 founded, That is tosay: having held out
an invitation to all the world to come to us;
having for years declared the United States to bhe
the refuge of the nations; having put into our Con-
atitution AR acknowledgment of equal rights for all ;
naving proclalmed that within our borders no man
shall be forbldden to work at such lawful calling as
to him may seem proper; having made a covenant
against wrong and Injustice; having done all this
with fervency and in apparent goed falth, onr ides
{4 that the United States should etther renounce its
principles or boldly stick to them.

“We clalm for the Chinaman, as for every other
kind of man, full pormission to come within our
borders, to work here at his trade, to make con-
tracta which our laws will enforee, and generally to
do all those things which he might do If he were a
Swede, an Irishman, or a Patagonian. About the
expediency of his coming or staying away, we say
nothing. That 18 his business and not ours,

“gecondly, we aver, with all the force of which we
are capable, the right of an employer to employ
such workmen as ho may see fit, be the samo demi-
gods or Digger Indlans, That, we say, I8 his busi-
Ness,

“Thirdly, we deny the right of any class of men
to band themselves together to prevent any human
belng from working if he wishes to work—Indastry
not belng 8o universal in this world, or so fatal to
s pml)emy. that we must resort to mobsto dl-
minish it,

“These are our views. Now for thelr practical
application. We find at North Adams, In the State
ol Massachusetts, & company of Cninese employed
in & certaln way., Being thus employad, peacaably
and protitably (according to their own ideas of
profit), we deny the right of anybody to harass or
in any way obstruct them. We c¢laim for them
the protection of all laws which ara good—of
the Divine, the moral, and the enacted, Any
organized attempt to drive them away from the
town in which they are sojourning we hold to be a
conspiracy, punishable by fine and [mprisonment.
If one of ‘hem {8 killed, it |18 murder, If tho boild-

ing in which they work is barned, 1t i§ arson. They
are under the protection of the laws of Massacha-
setts, and they must so remain (if the laws afore-
sald are good for anything) while they remain 1o the
pedace of the Commonwealth.

‘Gentlemen crities and cavillers! There ls our
doctrine concerning Chinese labor. Il you can lm-

prove upon it, or refute it, go ahead!
—The above article from the New York
Tribune enunciates snch correct doctrine
on the Chinese guestion that we fu  y endorse
it. If a crusade is to be organized against
idleness, we are not sure that we might not be
tempted to join it, The land teems with lazy
loafers who are a burden to society and s
perpetual tax upon its productive energies,
If a million of these sponges could
be shipped off to a foreign land,
in exchange for a million of faithful workmen
of any nationality, this country would be im-
mensely benefited. DBut since we cannot get
rid of our lazzaroni, about the very worst
thing we can attempt isto exclude useful
laborers from our shores. Such & policy
would be especially inopportune at & moment
when the European war threatens to suspend
the influx of German immigration and when
the necessity of foreign industrial help is more
palpable than at any former period of our
history. The real development of more than
nine-tenths of our territory has scarcely yet
commenced, and thousands of tempting fields
of industry are habitually neglected in
sparsely-populated and poorly-caltivated dis-
triets. The Chinaman, if he comes here at
all, must come as the ally and sid, in many
ways, of the American laborer. In Califor-
nia he has performed labors too nnremunera.
tive to gratify the eupidity of our @suntrymen,
without affecting the demand or wages for any
description of American skilled labor. He
bas done useful things which would have re-
mained undone in the abisence of his assist-
ance, and filled voids that would have re-
mained unfilled if he had not come hither,
We cannot understand what harm has re-
sulted from the exploitation of abandoned
gold placers by the Chinamen, from their em-
ployment in California factories, from their
labors as barbers, or house servants, or even
from their service as workmen on the western
division of the Pacific Railroad. If they
work hard and consume little, we can afford
to condone even this grievous sin in conside-
ration of the rapidity with which all jmuwmi-
grants learn to bring their demands up to the
full American standard. There is & cer.
tain class of polificians who seem to
be distressed by the fear that the Chi-
naman will reduce the wages of skilled
laborers in the Bast to six dollars a ‘month;
but. they should console their perturbed spirite
with the reflection that no such re-
duction odn ever be effected unless
a corresponding change in the cost of all
the necessaries of life precedes and superin-
duoes ik, Good work will continue to secaure
a good living in this country long after
these men bhave cessed to play the dema.

THE INTEREST ON THE CITY DEBT.
At TEE special meeting of Councils held
yesterday afternoon a communication was re-
ceived from the Pennsylvania Company for
the Insurance on Lives and Granting Annui-
ties, stating that, as fiduciaries for a number
of estates, they held certificates of city loans
prior to the act of Congress of the 25th of
February, 1862, to the amount of $540,000,
and that they had demanded and been refused

| payment in coin of the July interest, and

had also been refused payment in legal-tender
notes of the sum of %11,501 due as
the July interest on #576,700 of
city's loans, created subsequently to the
said act of Congress, held for the same estates,
but in separate certificates, The reason as-
signed by the City Treasurer for his refusal to
pay the latter amount was his inability to
separate the payments on his books of
rest on the different loans, 'This communi-
cation wes referred by both branches of
Councils to their Committees on Law and
Finance, and the whole subject will therefore
go over until the regular meeting in Septem-
ber, unless the Mayor calls another special
meeting to consider it. The disposition
ahown hy the members of Councils to tempo-
rize with this important matter is not credit-

| able to their good jndgment and publie spirit,

If the oreditors of the cilty choose to go to
law about it, they can undoubtedly compel
the payment in gold of the interest on the
loans created prior to the act of 1562,
and the city will have to foot a bill of costs
and other legal expenses in addition. There
can be nothing whatever gained by delay,
evenin political capital, and those members
of Councils who hope to win favor with
thoughtless voters in their wards will proba-
bly find that they have made a wrong calen-
lation if the city becomes involved in a series
of expensive lawsuits There is no reason
why the city loans should not command a
premium in the market, and it is only the
hesitating, dubious, and insincere syslem of
managing our finanees that Councils have
adopted for so many years past that has
bronght our eredit to its present low ebb.
